The judicial district co nv entio n 
met at the co urt ho use in this city o n 
Tuesday afterno o n, acco rding to the 
call issued by Chairman Hartley. 
The tempo rary chairman was Leo n 
E. Lnm, o f Cro w Wing co unty, and 
8. G. Wightman, o f Wadena, secre­ 
tary. 
The chair, o n mo tio n, appo int­ 
ed the co mmittee o n credentials as 
fo llo ws: W. A Fleming, o f Cro w 
Wing co unty, F. A Vanderpo el, o f 
Hubbard, and T. J. Nary, o f Cass. 
The repo rt o f the co mmittee sho wed 
the fo llo wing gentlemen entitled to 
seats in the co nv entio n: 
Aitkin Co unty—D. J. Kno x and 
Warren Po tter. 
Cro w Wing Co unty—L. E. Lnm, 
W. A. Fleming andG. 8. Femald. 
Cass—T. J. Nary and Geo rge Whip­ 
ple. 
Hubbard—F. A Vanderpo el. 
Itasca -J. M. Markham, pro xy fo r 
L. F. Kno x. 
Wadena—C. W. Bro wn, James J. 
Hendrickso n and S. G. Wightman, 
pro xy fo r F. H. Hillard. 
On mo tio n the tempo rary o rganiza­ 
tio n was made permanent, which was 
fo llo wed by a neat little speech o f 
thanks fro m Chairman Lnm. 
No minatio ns were then anno unced 
as being in o rder and Judge Fleming 
aro se and addressed the co nv entio n 
as fo llo ws: 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen o f the 
co nv entio n: I arise fo r the purpo se o f 
placing in no minatio n a gentlemen 
fo r the high po sitio n o f judge o f the 
Fifteenth Judicial District In do ing 
so I need waste no time in extended 
remarks. It is with peculiar gratifica­ 
tio n that I rej>eat the wo rds o f Chair­ 
man Lnm, that there is no co ntest 
that there is no co nsiderable warring 
o f factio ns. It is but right that all 
parties sho uld be grant*» d a v o ice in 
the selectio n o f a candidate fo r this 
high po sitio n. 
When this cho ice is 
kno wn and the candidate is placed lie- 
fo re the peo ple who m a majo rity hav e 
selected, all bitterness and strife is at 
an end. 
I ho nestly believ e that this 
is true o h this co nv entio n and that 
there are no bitter feelings. 
The 
wind has whistled thro ugh the tall 
pines and to ld us that there was a 
difference o f o pinio n in different parts 
o f the district, but I exj>ect that such 
is no t the case. 
I hav e the ho no r, 
gentlemen, o f no minating a man who 
has giv en, during the two years past, 
entire satisfactio n to the ¡>eo ple o f 
this judicial district. 
I present the 
name o f Chauncy B. Sleeper. 
F. A. Vanderpo el, o f Hubbard co mi­ 
ty. then aro se and seco nded the no mi­ 
natio n. 
In substance he said: 
“It is a priv ilege that I will take at 
this time in behalf o f Hubbard co un­ 
ty, in seco nding the no minatio n o f C. 
B. Sleeper. 
Hubbard, being a back­ 
wo o ds co unty, pro bably has no t had 
the o ppo rtunity to appreciate and 
kno w him as well as o thers, but we 
are ready to do o ur share in electing 
him to the high po sitio n. Gentlemen, 
I take pleasure in seco nding the 
no minatio n.” 
A mo tio n was made to v o te by bal­ 
lo t and amended to v o te by acclama­ 
tio n, the o riginal mo tio n prev ailing. 
The chair appo inted as tellers Geo . 
Whipple, o f Cass, J. J. Hendrickso n, 
o f W adena and G. 8. Femald, o f 
Cro w Wing, and the ballo t resulted 
in nine v o tes fo r C. B. Sleeper and 
three blanks, the latter being cast by 
the Aitkin delegatio n. 
Judge Sleeper was declared the 
no minee, and was called o n fo r re­ 
marks, and he respo nded in substance 
as fo llo ws: 
‘T feel gratified at the ho no r co n­ 
ferred o n me by the members o f this 
co nv entio n, and I desire to say that 
when the appo intment o f this o ffice 
was co nferred o n me liy Go v . McGill, 
that I determined if it was in my 
po wer to make an acceptable judge 
and to administer the functio ns o f the 
o ffice in n satisfacto ry mariner and 
with credit to the po sitio n. 
So far as 
I hav e heard fro m all parts o f the dis­ 
trict in which I hav e held terms o f 
co urt, the serv ices rendered by this 
co urt hav e been entirely satisfacto ry 
and no dero gato ry criticisms hav e 
been adv anced. It is an impo ssibility 
fo r o ne man to please all, but I can 
ho nestly say that in the hearing o f 
cases the co urt has itrictly adhered 
to the right and no partisan feeling 
o r difference has entered into a deci­ 
sio n that had been made. While it is as 
difficult fo r a Republican to please a 
Demo crat as fo r a Demo crat to please 
a Republican, in the duties o f the o f­ 
ficial po sitio n which I ffll the tho ught 
has nev er entered my mind and no 
difference has been sho wn to any o ne 
by this co urt. My enemies and friends 
hav e been treated alike. If elected, I 
shall co ntinue to administer the judi­ 
cial functio ns in the same manner, 
and no suito r shall be treated o ther­ 
wise than o n the strict merits o f the 
case. 
There is po ssibly perso nal 
ho stility to me in a few cases, but it 
is ev ery man’s right to suppo rt who 
he sees fit, and I can no t expect that 
ev ery man will be my friend. But 
when I do finally leav e the po sitio n, I 
expect to be able tc say truthfully 
that no po litical o r perso nal feeling 
has ev er influenced me in any deei- 
sio n’I hav e made. 
It is a matter o f pride to me that I 
can refer to the sev en o r eight cases 
that hav e been appealed, and ao t o ne 
o f them has been o v erruled o n final 
hearing. This reco rd is highly cred­ 
ible to the district and I am willing 
to stand by the reco rd I hav e made. 
If elected, I shall pursue the ev en 
teno r o f my way as I hav e do ne in the 
past. Gentlemen. I thank yo u.” 


Create* a Wro ng lafrressio n. 
The Brainerd co rrespo ndent o f the 
Pio neer Press, yo u aU kno w who he 
is, sends the fo Uo wing fro m this city 
to that paper: 
The news o f Harriso n’s no minatio n 
was receiv ed with far fro m enthusiasm 
by Republicans. As o ne expressed it, 
“l feel as if I had been hit in the face 
by so mething hard, v ery hard.” An­ 
o ther said he felt as if the bo tto m had 
dro pped o ut o f things terrestrial. But 
this was the first impressio n, and may 
hav e been due in part to the general 
co nclusio n that Harriso n was o at o f 
the qnestio n in the co mbinatio ns that 
had resulted fro m the lo ng co ntest, 
but mainly, do ubtless, fro m the fact 
that Blaine was the cho ice o f a Urge 
majo rity o f the party in this city, and 
that bis no minatio n was co nfidently 
expected. 
Ho wev er, there is no 
do nbt but that the party here will 
respo nd lo yally to the no minatio n, 
ana in fact be v ery enthusiastic fo r 
the gallant Indianinn after the first 
flush o f disappo intment is o v er. Ar­ 
rangements were making fo r a salute 
o f canno n to greet Blame’s no mina­ 
tio n, but it has no t yet lssm to uched 
o ff fo r Harriso n. 
The co rrespo ndent either under­ 
takes to tell a deliberate falseho o d o r 
else he go t his idea fro m so me dis 
gruntled mugwump. 
lie certainly 
did no t feel the pulse o f public o pin­ 
io n when he state« that the Republi­ 
cans were no t pleased. Blaine had 
been the cho ice o f a large majo rity o f 
the Republicans o f Brainerd until his 
letters were publish in which he de­ 
clined to l>e a candidate, and after that 
it was a qnestio n with th<*m as to the 
po licy o f fo rcing the no minatio n upo n 
him -o f co urse there were a few who 
said “Giv e us Blaine at all hazzards,” 
but the majo rity were in fav o r o f any 
o ther reaso nably stro ng man, be it 
Gresham, Harriso n. Sherman, o r ev en 
Depew. 
When the news came that 
Harriso n had b» s» n no minated o n the

in placing Benjamin Harriso n, o f 
Indiana, in no minatio n fo r the presi­ 
dency.

H a rrison’s Reco rd. 
An exchange has arranged the fo l­ 
lo wing in paragraph fo rm: 


B e njam in H ar r iso n 
Was l>o m at No rth Bend. O., Aug­ 
ust 2nd, 1833. 
Began the practico o f law in Indian­ 
apo lis in 1K54. 
Graduated at Miami Univ ersity, 
Oxfo rd, O.. at the age o f 18. 
Was made a brigadier general in 
1804 fo r his ability and v alo r. 
SucceiKled Jo seph E. McDo nald as 
United States senato r in 1881. 
Was elected repo rter o f the supreme 
co urt o f Indiana in 1800 and 1804. 
His grandfather was General Wil­ 
liam Henry Harriso n, elected presi­ 
dent in 184*0. 
Organized a regiment, co mpany by 
co mpany, in a mo nth in 1801 and went 
to the fro nt with it as its co lo nel. 
Was first bro ught to no tice by be­ 
ing giv en emplo yment in a legislativ e 
inv estigatio n by a demo crat. Go v . 
Wright. 
Was made the republican no minee 
fo r go v erno r in 1870 after he had de­ 
clined to run and Go dlo v o S. Orth 
had been i to m in at « si and then re­ 
mo v ed fro m the ticket. 
Majo r General Harriso n, an Eng­ 
lish ancesto r, bo re arms with C’ro m- 
well, signed the death warrant o f 
Charles I. and was hanged fo r it after 
the resto ratio n. 
His great-grand father, Benjamin 
Harriso n, signed the Declaratio n o f 
Independence, was three times go v er­ 
no r o f Virginia, and a member o f the 
co nv entio n. 
He was nev er heard to refer to the 
glo ries o f his ancesto rs. 
He receiv ed ho no rable mentio n fro m 
Gen. Sherman fo r galantry at Atlanta. 
He was a member o f the Mississippi 
riv er co mmissio n in 1879. • 


The True Inwardness o f the Aitkin 
Co nv entio n. 
The ago nized effo rts o f Atto rney 
Ho lland to secure endo rsement and 
get his name befo re the peo ple o f the 
15th Judicial District, finally culmi­ 
nated Wednesday o f this week at 
Aitkin. 
While there was a respecta­ 
ble number o f gentlemen fro m v ario us 
po rtio ns o f the district, it might be 
well to inquire by what autho rity did 
they appear there? And ho w far did 
they represent the expressed wish o f 
the peo ple? 
In Hubbard co unty no precinct 
caucuses were held, no call was made 
fo r any giv ing the [teo ple an o ppo r­ 
tunity to express their sentiments, 
but after the republican co unty co n­ 
v entio n, Ho lland’s lieutenant, Ho rto n, 
called a few co ngenial spirits to geth­ 
er, electing himself and o ne Greening 
to represent (?) the peo ple o f the 
co unty at Aitkin. 
Similar pro ceedings were had in 
Wadena co unty with a similar result. 
No peo ple’s co nv entio n was had o r 
called fo r in Cass o r Cro w Wing 
co unty. 
In Cro w Wing co unty, Mr. 
Ho lland and his lieutenant, Paine, 
wo rked night and day fo r two weeks 
prev io us to the co nv entio n, in their 
effo rts to secure six men to represent 
the co unty at Aitkin, and finally suc­ 
ceeded in securing two representa­ 
tiv es and fo ur pro xies, two o f which 
were unautho rized—tho se o f CapL 
Spalding and Mr. C’rawfo rd, and these 
gentlemen hav e no t had any sympa­ 
thy with the mo v ement and hav e no t 
no w. What a pro digio us uprising o f 
the ¡)eo ple! With what spo ntaniety 
and unanimity the peo ple upro se and 
hustled to pull Atto rney Geo rge into 
the judicial arena! We hav e no do ubt 
the same metho ds were fo llo wed in 
all the co unties except Aitkin to bring 
abo ut this result. 
We can say then, 
that generally no caucuses o r co n­ 
v entio ns were called, no o ppo rtunity 
giv en fo r tho se o ppo sed to be heard, 
but the who le scheme was planned, 
co nducted and co nsummated in back 
ro o ms, retired o ffice« , dark co mers, 
and in this way “the peo ple” rushed 
en masse to drag Mr. Ho lland o ut to 
beco me a no n-partisan candidate fo r 
jndge o f the 15th district. It is pro b­ 
ably safe to say that no co at was to m 
o ff him in the mighty rush, no r many 
dro ps o f perspiratio n thro wn o ff in 
the anxiety o f the multitude (?) to 
get him no minated. 
The who le business was simply a 
farce. The “peo ple” were no t inv ited 
by Atto rney Geo rge to participate. 
Only o ne here and o ne there was 
pulled o ut fro m amo ng them, to carry 
the burden o f the great bo dy o f the 
j peo ple. If Mr. Ho lland can find any 
cause fo r co ngratulatio n at the result, 
he is welco me to it 
He certainly Is 
the o nly o ne who can. 
Ho w enthusiastically must his here­ 
to fo re demo cratic friends appro v e 
o f this mo v e! Where is their o bliga­ 
tio n to suppo rt a candidate no mina­ 
ted in this o pen handl'd (?) manner! 
We hav e hereto fo re believ ed that a 
judge sho uld hav e so me dignity, and 
we are' no t willing to surrender that 
belief by any standard so ught to be 
established by this attempt to impo se 
upo n “the j**o ple” a self co nstituted j 
candidate'. 
“The peo ple” certainly j 
o ught to I*» co nsulted, and will no 
do ubt express a pro per indignatio n 
at being treated in this underhanded 
manner, when the o ppo rtunity 
giv en them.

Lev i P. Mo rto n was lio rn in Ver­ 
mo nt sixty years ago . He began life 
in a co unty sto re at ‘*$ 50 a year and 
fo und,” and in two years he had a 
sto re o f his o wn. Fro m a co untry 
sto re he graduated into banking, and 
is to -day the head o f the great bank­ 
ing firm o f Mo rto n, Bliss A Co ., with 
o ffices in New Yo rk, Lo ndo n and Paris. 
He has serv ed in co ngress fro m a 
New Yo rk City district. President 
Garfield o ffered Mr. Mo rto n the sec­ 
ret rry ship o f the nav y. This he de­ 
clined, and was subsequently appo int­ 
ed minister to France, remaining in 
Paris until the end o f the Garfield 
term, filling the difficult po st with 
credit and ho no r. 
Mr. Mo rto n was a 
dev o ted admirer, and an enthusiastic 
fo llo wer o f Ro sco e Co nkling, but did 
no t antago nize the great senato r’s o p­ 
po nents. Mr. Mo rto n is no t selfish in 
his great wealth, but with genero us 
hand dispenses a charity bro ad and 
intelligent 
He believ es in using his 
means fo r the go o d o f tho se abo ut 
him, and at o ne time, when the suffer­ 
ing o f a certain district in Ireland 
was made kno wn to him he pro mptly 
sent a v essel lo ad o f pro v isio ns to the 
starv ing peo ple. A co nserv ativ e busi­ 
ness man, a man o f bro ad culture and 
experience, he will make a stro ng 
candidate and an efficient o fficer. 


The recent electio n in Orego n, 
where the republicans had a majo rity 
o f 7.000 o r mo re, plainly indicate 
that the state is as so lidly republican 
as it needs be. The interests o f Cali­ 
fo rnia and Orego n are quite similar 
and it can be safely assumed that in 
the co ining electio n the tariff issue 
will pro v e 
as 
disastero us to the 
Demo crats there as it already has in 
Orego n. 
The same truth ho lds go o d 
in Nev ada, altho ugh the state is safe 
to the Republicans anyway, as its 
majo rity o f 1.616 is big when co m­ 
pared with its limited v o te o f less 
than 13,000 in all. In the entire list 
cited, Michigan alo ne remains in 
do ubt, but no sane man serio usly en­ 
tertains such an idea as that that 
state can be carried fo r free trade, 
with its v ast interests which wo uld 
be rained by it As a matter o f fact 
the Republicans stand just as go o d a 
chance o f capturing bo th Flo rdia and 
West Virginia as the Demo crats do 
o f getting Michigan. 
On the o ther hand Clev eland’s ho ld 
o n Co nnecticut particularly is o f the 
slightest tenure, and the President's 
tariff v iews are mo rally certain to lo se 
him its eleeto rial v o te. A majo rity o f 
1.274 in a state which has nearly 130,- 
(HX) v o ters is v ery small, and a change 
o f 700 v o tes will giv e it to the Repub­ 
licans. 
Ev erybo dy kno ws that Clev e­ 
land carried New Yo rk state by the 
merest scratch. 
Po litical accidents 
are no t frequent eno ugh to justify the 
belief that ano ther o ne fav o rable to 
the President, will o ccur in the same 
lo cality. 


The man Ro binso n, who sho t his 
wife and her paramo ur and then sho t j 
himself, at Minneapo lis Tuesday, died j 
last night. 


We hav e no adv erse criticism to aim 
at any legitimate peo ple’s co nv entio n, 
but when its o riginato rs co nspire to 
make it a “ro aring farce,” we feel jus­ 
tified in guessing that the peo ple catch 
o n to its ridiculo us side, and say “Oh 
my! what a guy!

An Attempt to Give Cerdit to the 
Movement by the Unanthorlied 
Use of Names of Prominent 
Brainerd Citizens.

to find two men beside Mr. Paine 
who wou ld attend. 
The convention was called to order 
by Warren Potter, of Aitken cou nty, 
who the day before represented his 
cou nty in a repu blican convention in 
this city. Geo. T. Williams was 
chosen chairman. 
Tho committee on credentials re­ 
ported the delegates from Crow Wing 
cou nty, R. G. Sjiarks, J. E. Johnson, 
W. P. Spalding, Wm. Paine, Ju stin 
» Smith by proxy to C. E. Bu llard, T. 
W. Crawford by proxy to A S. Me 
Mi llan. 
The names of Capt. W. P. Spalding 
and one of the oth*» r gentlemen of this 
city were u sed as delegates entirely 
withou t the knowledge op au thority of 
those gentlemen. The gentlemen say 
positively that no one had any au thor­ 
ity to u se their names, and that they 
never gave a proxy to any one.

It was an 
u nwarranted and ou trageou s u se of 
the names of those gentlemen in the 
fu tde attempt to lead people to be­ 
lieve that tho so-called “people’s” 
movement had the su pport of some 
respectable {>eople besides the ele­ 
ment who are trying to be the “peo­ 
ple” in the interest of G. W. Holland 
and not in the interest of the “peo­ 
ple.”

The Republican Judicial Convention 
Fop The Fifteenth District 
Name Him as 


The Coming Judge. 
The judicial district convention 
met at the court house in this city on 
Tuesday afternoon, according to the 
call issued by Chairman Hartley. 
The temporary chairman was Leon 
E. Lum, of Crow Wing county, and 
S. G. Wightman, of Wadena, secre­ 
tary. The chair, on motion, appoint­ 
ed the committee on credentials as 
follows: W. A Fleming, of Crow 
Wing county, F. A. Vanderpoel, of 
Hubbard, and T. J. Nary, of Cass. 
The report of the committee showed 
the following gentlemen entitled to 
seats in the convention: 
Aitkin County—D. J. Knox and 
Warren Potter. 
Crow Wing County—L. E. Lam, 
W. A. Fleming andG. S. Feraald. 
Cass—T. J. Nary and George Whip­ 
ple. 
Hubbard— F. A Vanderpoel. 
Itasca—J. NL Markham, proxy for 
L. F. Knox. 
Wadena—C. W. Brown, James J. 
Hendrickson and S. G. Wightman, 
proxy for F. H. Hillard. 
On motion the temporary organiza­ 
tion was made permanent, which was 
followed by a neat little speech of 
thanks from Chairman Lum. 
Nominations were then announced 
as being in order and Judge Fleming 
arose and addressed the convention 
as follows: 
Mr. Chairman and gentlemen of the 
convention: I arise for the purpose of 
placing in nomination a gentlemen 
for the high position of judge of the 
Fifteenth Judicial District In doing 
so I need waste no time in extended 
remarks. It is with peculiar gratifica­ 
tion that I repeat the words of Chair­ 
man Lum, that there is no contest 
that there is no considerable warring 
of factions. It is but right that all 
parties should be granted a voice in 
the selection of a candidate for this 
high position. 
When this choice is 
known and the candidate is placed be­ 
fore the people whom a majority have 
selected, all bitterness and strife is at 
an end. I honestly believe that this 
is true of* this convention and that 
there are no bitter feelings. The 
wind has whistled through the tall 
pines and told us that there was a 
difference of opinion in different parts 
of the district, but I expect that such 
is not the case. I have the honor, 
gentlemen, of nominating a man who 
has given, during the two years past, 
entire satisfaction to the people of 
this judicial district. I present the 
nome of Chauncy B. Sleeper. 
F. A. Vanderpoel, of Hubbard coun­ 
ty. then arose and seconded the nomi 
nation. In substance he said: 
“It is a privilege that I will take at 
this time in behalf of Hubbard coun­ 
ty, in seconding the nomination of C. 
B. Sleeper. Hubbard, being a back­ 
woods count}", probably has not had 
the opportunity to appreciate and 
know him as well as others, but we 
are ready to do our share in electing 
him to the high position. Gentlemen, 
I take pleasure in seconding the 
nomination.” 
A motion was made to vote by bal­ 
lot and amended to vote by acclama­ 
tion, the original motion prevailing. 
The chair appointed as tellers Geo. 
Whipple, of Cass, J. J. Hendrickson, 
of Wadena and G. S. Femald, of 
Crow Wing, and the ballot resulted 
in nine votes for C. B. Sleeper and 
three blanks, the latter being cast by 
the Aitkin delegation. 
Judge Sleeper was declared the 
nominee, and was called on for re­ 
marks, and he responded in substance 
as follows: 
“I feel gratified at the honor con­ 
ferred on me by the members of this 
convention, and I desire to say that 
when the appointment of this office 
was conferred on me by Gov. McGill, 
that I determined if it was in my 
power to make an acceptable judge 
and to administer the functions of the 
office in a satisfactory manner and 
with credit to the position. So far as 
I have heard from all parts of the dis­ 
trict in which I have held terms of 
court, the services rendered by this 
court have been entirely satisfactory 
and no derogatory criticisms have 
l>een advanced. It is an impossibility 
for one man to please all, but I can 
honestly say that in the hearing of 
cases the court has strictly adhered 
to the right and no partisan feeling 
or difference has entered into a deci­ 
sion that had been made. While it is as 
difficult for a Republican to please a 
Democrat as for a Democrat to please 
a Republican, in the duties of the of­ 
ficial position which I ffll the thought 
has never entered my mind and no 
difference has been shown to any one 
by this court. My enemies and friends 
have been treated alike. If elected, I 
shall continue to administer the judi­ 
cial functions in the same manner, 
and no suitor shall be treated other­ 
wise than on the strict merits of the 
case. 
There is possibly personal 
hostility to me in a few cases, but it 
is every man’s right to support who 
he sees fit, and I can not expect that 
every man will be my friend. But 
when I do finally leave the position, I 
expect to be able to say truthfully 
that no political or personal feeling 
has ever influenced me in any deci­ 
sion*! have made. 
It is a matter of pride to me that I 
can refer to the seven or eight cases 
that have been appealed, and not one 
of them has been overruled on final 
hearing. This record is highly cred­ 
ible to the district and I am willing 
to stand by the record I have made. 
If elected, I shall pursue the even 
tenor of my way as I have done in the 
past. Gentlemen* I thank you.” 


Creates a Wrong Ingression. 
The Brainerd correspondent of the 
Pioneer Press, you all know who he 
is, sends the following from this city 
to that paper: 
The news of Harrison’s nomination 
was received with far from enthusiasm 
by Republicans. As oneexpressed it, 
“I feel as if I had been hit in the face 
by something hard, veir hard.” An­ 
other said he felt as if the bottom had 
dropped out of things terrestrial. But 
this was the first impression, and may 
have been due in part to the general 
conclusion that Harrison was out of 
the question in the combinations that 
had resulted from the long contest, 
but mainly, doubtless, from the fact 
that Blaine was the choice of a Urge 
majority of the party in this city, and 
that his nomination was confidently 
expected. 
However, there is no 
doubt but that tho party here will 
respond loyally to the nomination, 
ana in fact be very enthusiastic for 
the gaUant Indianian after the first 
flush of disappointment is over. Ar­ 
rangements were making for a salute 
of cannon to greet Blame's nomina­ 
tion, but it has not yet been touched 
off for Harrison. 
The correspondent either under­ 
takes to tell a deliberate falsehood or 
else he got his idea from some dis­ 
gruntled mugwump. 
He certainly 
did not feel the pulse of public opin­ 
ion when he states that the Republi­ 
cans were not pleased. Blaine had 
been the choice of a large majority of 
the Republicans of Brainerd until his 
letters were publish in which ho de­ 
clined to be a candidate, and after that 
it was a question with them as to the 
policy of forcing the nomination upon 
him --of course there were a few who 
said “Give us Blaine at all hazzards,” 
but the majority were in favor of any 
other reasonably strong man, lie it 
Gresham, Harrison, Sherman, or even 
Depew. When the news came that 
Harrison had been nominated on the 
eighth ballot there were some who 
were inclined to think that the minor 
was unfounded, but as soon as it was 
confirmed a D is p a t c h representative 
questioned the leading Republicans 
of the city as to their opinion and the 
sentiment was unanimous that tho 
Republicans of the nation in conven­ 
tion assembled had done a wise thing 
in placing Benjamin Harrison, of 
Indiana in nomination for the presi­ 
dency. If the Pioneer Press corres­ 
pondent will give the news of the day 
in regard to public matters as it really 
is and not voice his own personal 
sentiments he will confer a favor on 
his employers and relieve himself of 
much odious criticism.

Harrison’s Record. 
An exchange has arranged the fol­ 
lowing in paragraph form: 
B enjamin Harrison 
Was bom at North Bend. O., Aug­ 
ust 2nd. 1833. 
Began the practice of law in Indian­ 
apolis in 1*54. 
Graduated at Miami University, 
Oxford, O., at the age of 18. - 
Was made a brigadier general in 
1864 for his ability and valor. 
Succeeded Joseph E. McDonald as 
United States senator in 1881. 
Was elected reporter of the supreme 
court of Indiana in 1860 and 1864. 
His grandfather was General Wil­ 
liam Henry Harrison, elected presi­ 
dent in 1840. 
Organized a regiment, company by 
company, in a month in 1861 and went 
to the front with it as its colonel. 
Was first brought to notice by be­ 
ing given employment in a legislative 
investigation by a democrat. Gov. 
Wright. 
Was made the republican nominee 
for governor in 1876 after he had de­ 
clined to ran and Godlove S. Orth 
had lx*en nominated and then re­ 
moved from the ticket. 
Major General Harrison, an Eng­ 
lish ancestor, bore arms with G’roin- 
well, signed tho death warrant of 
Charles I. and was hanged for it after 
the restoration. 
His great-grand-fatlier, Benjamin 
Harrison, signed the Declaration of 
Independence, was throe times gover­ 
nor of Virginia, and a member of the 
convention. 
He was never heard to refer to tho 
glories of his ancestors. 
Ho received honorable merit ion from 
Gen. Sherman forgalantry tit Atlanta. 
He was a member of the Mississippi 
river commission iii 1879. 


Morion’s Record. 
Levi P. Morton was born in Ver­ 
mont sixty years ago. He began life 
in a county store at “$50 a year and 
found,” and in two years he had a 
store of his own. From a country 
store he graduated into banking, and 
is to-day the head of the great bank­ 
ing finn of Morton, Bliss & Co., with 
offices in New York. London and Paris. 
He has served in congress from a 
New York City district. 
President 
Garfield offered Mr. Morton the sec- 
retrryship of the navy. This he de­ 
clined, and was subsequently appoint­ 
ed minister to France, remaining in 
Paris until the end of the Garfield 
term, filling the difficult post with 
credit and honor. Mr. Alorton was a 
devoted admirer, and an enthusiastic 
follower of Roscoe Conkling, but did 
not antagonize the great senator’s op­ 
ponents. Mr. Morton is not selfish in 
his great wealth, but with generous 
hand dispenses a charity broad and 
intelligent. He believes in using his 
means for the good of those about 
him, and at one time, when the suffer­ 
ing of a certain district in Ireland 
was made known to him he promptly 
sent a vessel load of provisions to the 
starving people. A conservative busi­ 
ness man, a man of broad culture and 
experience, he wiU make a strong 
candidate and an efficient officer. 


The True Inwardness of the Aitkin 
Convention. 
The agonized efforts of Attorney 
HoUand to secure endorsement and 
get his name before the people of the 
15th Judicial District, finaUy culmi­ 
nated Wednesday of this week at 
Aitkin. 
While there was a respecta­ 
ble number of gentlemen from various 
portions of the district, it might be 
weU to inquire by what authority did 
they appear there? And how far did 
they represent the expressed wish of 
the people? 
In Hubbard county no precinct 
caucuses were held, no call was made 
for any giving the people an oppor­ 
tunity to express their sentiments, 
but after the republican county con­ 
vention, Holland’s lieutenant, Horton, 
called a few congenial spirits togeth­ 
er, electing himself and one Greening 
to represent (?) the people of the 
county at Aitkin. 


Similar proceedings were had in 
Wadena county with a similar result. 
No people’s convention was had or 
caUed for in Cass or Crow Wing 
county. In Crow Wing county, Mr. 
Holland and his lieutenant, Paine, 
worked night and day for two weeks 
previous to the convention, in their 
efforts to secure six men to represent 
the county at Aitkin, and finally suc­ 
ceeded in securing two representa­ 
tives and four proxies, two of which 
were unauthorized—those of Capt. 
Spalding and Mr. Crawford, and these 
gentlemen have not had any sympa­ 
thy with the movement and have not 
now. What a prodigious uprising of 
the people! With what spontaniety 
and unanimity the people uprose and 
hustled to [Mill Attorney George into 
the judicial arena! We have no doubt 
the same methods were followed in 
all the counties except Aitkin to bring 
about this result. 
We can say then, 
that generally no caucuses or con­ 
ventions were called, no opportunity 
given for those op[x»ed to be heard, 
but the whole scheme was planned, 
conducted and consummated in back 
rooms, retired offices, dark comers, 
and in this way “the people” rushed 
en masse to drag Mr. Holland out to 
become a non-partisan candidate for 
judge of the 15th district. It is prob­ 
ably safe to say that no coat was tom 
off him in the mighty rush, nor many 
drops of perspiration thrown off in 
the anxiety of the multitude (?) to 
get him nominated. 
The whole business was simply ft 
farce. The “people” were not invited 
by Attorney George to participate. 
Only one here and one there was 
pulled out from among them, to carry 
the burden of the great body of the 
people. If Mr. HoUand can find any 
cause for congratulation at the result, 
he is welcome to it. He certainly Is 
the only one who can. 
How enthusiastically must his here­ 
tofore democratic friends approve 
of this move! Where is their obliga­ 
tion to su[)[)ort a candidate nomina­ 
ted in this open handed (?) manner! 
We have heretofore believed that a 
judge should have some dignity, and 
we are not willing to surrender that 
belief by any standard sought to be 
established by this attempt to impose 
upon “the people” a self-constituted 
candidate. 
“The people” certainly 
ought to bo consulted, and will no 
doubt express a proper indignation 
at being treated in this underhanded 
manner, when the opportunity is 
given them.

At the last presidential election, 
says an exchange, eight of the states 
of the Union were shown to be pretty 
close in a political sense.

The recent election in Oregon, 
where the republicans had a majority 
of 7.000 or more, plainly indicates 
that the state is as solidly republican 
as it needs be. The interests of Cali­ 
fornia rind Oregon are quite similar 
and it can be safely assumed that in 
the coming election the tariff issue 
will prove 
as 
disastrous to the 
Democrats there as it already has in 
Oregon. 
The same truth holds good 
in Nevada, although the state is safe 
to tho Republicans anyway, as its 
majority of 1.616 is big when com­ 
pared with its limited vote of less 
than 13,000 in all. 
In the entire list 
cited, Michigan alone remains in 
doubt, but no sane man seriously en­ 
tertains such an idea as that that 
state can be carried for free trade, 
with its vast interests which would 
be ruined by it As a matter of fact, 
the Republicans stand just as good a 
chance of capturing both Flordia and 
West Virginia as the Democrats do 
of getting Michigan. 
On the other hand, Cleveland’s hold 
on Connecticut particularly is of the 
slightest tenure, and the President's 
tariff views are morally certain to lose 
him its electorial vote. A majority of 
1.274 in a state which has nearly 130,- 
000 voters is very small, and a change 
of 700 votes will give it to the Repub­ 
licans. 
Everybody knows that Cleve­ 
land carried New York state by the 
merest scratch. 
Political accidents 
are not frequent enough to justify the 
belief that another one favorable to 
the President, will occur in the same

C o r m a n y ’s

Frederick III., Yields to Insidious 
D is eas e. 
E m peror Frederick 111., died at Berlin a t 
l o o ’clock on the 1 Oth of .tune. 
He had 
been dying 
for 
some 
days, 
though 
he 
retained 
his 
consciousness 
uutll 
within 
a 
few 
hours 
of 
his 
death. 
As soon ns it became evident t h a t the 
end was near, the empress caused the royal 
family to be summoned. 
At 8 o ’clock all 
gathered around the bedside. 
Dr. Koegel, 
court chaplain, who had been summoned 
by telegraph from Erne did not arrive in 
time to adm inister the last sacram ent. 
Dr. Persies therefore,officiated in this cere­ 
mony. 
P a s to r Rogge was also present, in 
the death chamber. 
During the adm inis­ 
tering of the sacram ent,and even to within 
fifteen 
minutes before his death, the em­ 
peror appeared to bo quite conscious, 
lie 
showed 
by 
the 
expression 
o! 
liis eyes 
and by 
the 
movements 
of his eye lids that 
he still recognized all 
who approached the bedside, relatives and 
others. 
A number of officials who had 
been sum moned early in

For 
several days ('apt. 
Reed and wife have 
been absent a t Stillwater attending the 
damage suit against Warden Htordoek. 
During their absence Capt. Reed had pur­ 
chased a hotel at Wbite Bear Lake, with 
the intention of conducting it this season. 
On J-rid ay evening Mrs. Reed and son and 
daughter went to White Bear to examinfc 
the property, while her husband Remained 
a t Stillwater. 
During the absence of the parents the 
home had been in charge of bis eldest 
daughter. Miss Lou lieed, and a little sis­ 
ter between five and six years of age. 
Aft- 
ter Capt. Reed’s arrival home on S aturday 
he conversed for some time with hisdaugh- 
ter in regard to the purchase of the hotel 
and his plans for conducting it. 
He h a d 4 
previously m ade arrangements for the re 
tnoval of household effects to White Bear, 
nnd shipped n portion of them. 
Ho was 
perfectly ratio* al and in his usual spirits. 
There was nothing in his conversation or 
conduct to create tho slightest suspicion 
of discouragement, and ho evidently en­ 
tertained a hopeful view of the new enter­ 
prise al White Bear, or Mnhtomedi, where 
the hotel 
is located. 
A bout 9 o ’clock 
Capt. lteed complained of weariness and 
informed tiis daughter t h a t he intended to 
take a b ath and then Re down for a time 
to obtain needed rest. 
He went to hi* 
room, and a few minutes later Miss Reed 
joined him and handed him a glass of 
lemonade which ©ho had prepared. 
He 
d rank the lemonade and tiie daughter s a t 
down near by and fanned him until he fell 
asleep. 
She then left him ftiul resumed 
her household duties. 
About 1 1 o'clock she was startled by a 
pistol shot, evidently fued in her fath er’s 
chamber. 
8he hastened to the room, and 
found her father lying across the bed with 
a revolver lying near bis left hand, and 
blood flowing from a bullet wound in the 
left cheek near tho temple, and from the 
right ear* 
Miss ltced retained her self-pos­ 
session until she h ad summoned K. Hotel** 
kiss, her father s p artner in the real estate’ 
business.

few mom ents 
later 
Drs. 
Ricker and M attson were a t bis side and 
rendering every assistance in their power. 
Captain Reeed was found to be uncon­ 
scious, and the character of the wound 
was such as to render recovery im prob­ 
able. 
Being left-handed, Capt, Reed had 
apparently tired a t his left temple, but in 
pulling the trigger the muzzle of the pistol 
was throw n dow nward sightly, deflecting 
♦ lie course of the Bullet. 
It entered tho 
left cheek, and passing through the bead 
near tho th ro a t passed out of tho right 
ear and fell on the floor. 
Th* general opinion prevails among those 
best acquainted with the man ami his al 
fairs th a t long standing ill health, aggra­ 
vated by the hot weather, and the excite­ 
ment a tte n d a n t upon the recent trial a t 
Stillwater, produced tem porary insanity, 
during which tiie deed was done. All know 
th a t a t one time the charge made concern­ 
ing his official record were a great source 
ol annoyance and worry to him, but in 
the face of the fact t h a t th© investigating 
comm ittee vindicated him and a jury ha* 
just given 
him $1,000 damages for libel, 
the suit being bused on those charges, it 
sceiiis 
unreasonable to suppose t i i a t i t 
was this affair th at led to the shooting. 
Mrs. Reed lias been in alm o st as gr<-nt 
need of medical care as her husband. 
The 
news of the shooting seemed to itentimb 
her facilities at first, but when shehrst en­ 
tered the house she swooned away, and 
upon reviving, 
because 
delirious. 8be 
could no t be convinced her husband 
was 
n o t already de id and her suffering w as 
very pitiable. 
She had become som esrbat 
l*etter and was taken to the sick room, 
where the eight of her husband still 
living 
had 
a 
beneficial effect upon 
her, 
and 
the 
physicians 
a t 
once busied h*-r in caring for him, which 
is rapidly Iranquiliting her mind. 
The 
captain is perfectly ratio n al and talked 
of his condition, though no questions 
were asked him. 
It is very certain now, 
th a t when he entered the house 
he was 
suffering from the effects of a light sun­ 
stroke. 
He had the one idea ol cooling 
his head, ami for th a t purpose had gone 
to the b ath room. While in the wandering 
mental condition he evidently sh o t himself 
w ithout knowing what he was doing.

Kerr stole some 500 ties off a cer­ 
tain section in the northern part of 
Wadena county, was discovered by 
one of the Vailroad company’s timber 
inspectors, a vigorous prosecution 
followed by the authorities of Wadena 
county, and Kerr was sentenced to 
pay $100 fine, or be imprisoned five 
months.

Of a Sanitary Nature. 
At the meeting of the city council 
on Monday evening the following re­ 
solutions were presented by the Board 
of Health for the consideration of the 
city fathers:

Wo would state that beyond 
question this is the most foul of all 
portions of the city and consequently 
the most to be feared during the 
summer months. 
Secondly, That all vaults and pri­ 
vies constructed within the city in 
future, and unconnected with the 
sewer system, be built wholly above 
the ground with drawers as receivers, 
into which ashes or dry earth may be 
thrown from time to time, to prevent 
smell and facilitate the absorption of 
odors, and that these drawers be 
emptied spring and fall. 
Thirdly, That the school house in 
the vicinity of the sewer system be 
connected*with the same during the 
summer vacation. 
F ourthly, That all hotels be or­ 
dered to connect with the sewer 
system.
